All-PAC  Awards 

Edwards,  who  also  spent  time  on  the  mound  for  Bethany  (23-17),  scratched  out  a  .393  bat- 
ting average,  accentuating  the  total  with  six  doubles,  four  triples  and  three  home  runs  to 
bat  home  30  runners.  The  Martinsburg,  W.Va.,  native  also  logged  a  single-season  best  sev- 
en saves  for  the  Bison,  good  enough  to  earn  him  a  new  career-high  for  Bethany  as  a  junior. 

Meadows  earned  his  selection  by  combining  power  and  consistency.  The  junior  launched 
seven  home  runs  on  the  season  -  a  second-best  total  in  the  PAC  this  year  -  to  compliment 
his  .376  batting  average.  The  Wellsville,  Ohio,  native  also  legged  out  five  doubles,  a  mark 
tied  for  third  on  the  team,  while  bringing  in  28  Bison  runners. 

Dan  Berty,  Rich  Majewski  and  Adam  Martin  all  made  Second-team  All-PAC  baseball  play- 
ers for  Bethany.  Berty,  a  utility/pitcher  selection  from  Cecil,  Pa.,  generated  a  .242  average 
from  the  plate,  decorated  with  five  doubles  and  three  home  runs.  On  the  mound,  Berty 
recorded  four  saves  in  12  appearances  and  maintained  a  2.54  ERA.

The  McK- 
ees  Rock,  Pa.,  resident  scored  a  team-best  29  times  and  swiped  a  team-leading  13  bases 
to  kick-start  the  Bison  offense.  The  batter  etched  a  .299  batting  average  with  13  runners 
brought  home. 

Martin  was  Bethany's  only  starting  pitcher  to  make  the  Second-Team  All-PAC  list.  A  Leet- 
sdale,  Pa.,  native,  Martin  went  4-4  on  the  season  with  a  lightened  3.25  ERA  in  12  starts.  The 
pitcher  led  the  team  with  72.1  innings  pitched,  40  strikeouts  while  stranding  62  runners  on 
the  base-pads.

He  was  an  All-PAC  Honorable  Mention  pick  in  the 
2003  season. 

Banna,  Merz  and  Joyner  led  the  Bison  offense  in  2003.  Banna  completed  127-of-250  passes 
for  1,552  yards  and  seven  touchdowns.  Merz  led  the  team  with  474  receiving  yards  on  36 
catches,  along  with  one  touchdown,  while  Joyner  leads  the  team  with  46  receptions  and 
two  touchdowns.  He  has  also  amassed  467  receiving  yards.  This  is  the  third  time  that  Merz 
has  received  All-PAC  status,  as  he  was  a  first  team  pick  in  2002  and  an  honorable  mention 
in  2003.

In 
addition,  sophomore  for- 
ward Brian  Bajek  (Econ- 
omy, Pa.)  was  named  to  the  All-PAC 
first  team,  while  sophomore  goalie 
Paulo  Dos  Santos  (Scarborough,  Can- 
ada) and  freshman  Tim  Fratto  (Scott- 
dale,  Pa.)  were  named  to  the  second 
team.  Senior  Nick  Krayvo  (Pittsburgh, 
Pa.),  sophomore  Ramon  Franklyn  (St. 
James,  Barbados)  and  freshman  John 
Zervos  (Toronto,  Ontario)  were  Honor- 
able Mention  selections.  Bethany  con- 
cluded the  season  with  a  12-10  record 
and  finished  in  second  place  in  the 
PAC  Tournament,  falling  to  W&J  in 
the  Championship  game. 

Bethany's  seven  All-PAC  picks 
tie  W&J  for  the  most  selections  from  a 
single  team  in  the  conference. 

Williams  ranked  fifth  in  the 
PAC  with  six  goals,  tied  for  third  with 
eight  assists  and  was  fifth  with  20  total 
points.  He  finished  the  season  strong, 
accumulating  16  of  his  20  points  dur- 
ing the  final  1 1  games  of  the  season.

Spegal  was  the  only  freshman  to  earn  All-PAC 
status.  She  enjoyed  an  outstanding  freshman 
campaign  at  Bethany,  ranking  second  on  the  team 
in  kills  per  game  (2.96),  total  kills  (269)  and  hitting 
percentage  (.317).  She  ranked  fifth  on  the  squad  in 
digs  per  game  (2.09)  and  total  digs  (190)  and  tied 
for  third  with  24  total  blocks  (nine  solo,  15  assists). 
Spegal  ranked  second  in  the  PAC  in  hitting  per- 
centage and  eighth  in  kills  per  game. 
Emmerling  finished  the  season  ranked  first  in  the 
PAC  in  hitting  percentage  (.422)  after  recording 
277  kills  in  516  attempts  and  just  59  errors.
